Chest Director Roy P. 
Gates Says Future Still

The total raised in the Atlanta 
Community Chest campaign was boost- 
ed Friday afternoon to $443,335, only 
$77,000 short of the $521,000 goal, 
when H. M. Atkinson, chairman of 
the board of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, announced an in- 
increase to $10,000 in the gift of the 
power company and an increase to 
$2,400, double his original gift, in his 
personal subscription. Final reports 
were made at luncheon on the Ansley 
roof when the campaign organization 
was disbanded by Bayne Gibson, presi- 
dent of the chest. 

Mr. Atkinson reported several small- 
er increases, amounting in all to 
$4,500, secured by the special com- 
mittee of business men, including him- 
self, Eugene R. Black and Major John 
S. Cohen; which was one of 14, busi- 
ness men’s. committees which Tuesday 
had launched an effort to secure $72,- 
000 from Iarge property owners. 

The total reported Friday was ap- 
proximately $40,000 secured during 
the four-day extension campaign in ad- 
dition to the $103,000 secured during 
the intensive period of the campaign 
which opened two weeks ago and has 
been conducted steadily ever since. 

Groups Pass Quotas. 

The commercial employe division, 
headed by Frank Neely as chairman 
and with J. P. McGrath and George 
Deibert as division secretaries, main- 
tained its earlier lead over all other 
divisions and wound up the campaign 
with a total of $21,977 secured on a 
quota of $15,000, or a 146 per cent of 
the quota. The utility division was the 
other to zo “over the top.” :

Washington, November 5.—(4)— 
Wayne B. Wheeler of the Anti-Saloon 
League, issued a statement tonight 
saying the results of Tuesday's elec- 
tion show “that the party which takes 
a wet stand in 1928 is doomed to dis- 
ruption.” 

“Latest and complete returns from 
practically all districts” he continued 
“show increased dry gains, both in the 
referendum election fights and congres- 
sional contests. Seventy-one per cent 
of th demosratic members and 72 per 
cent of the republican members of the 
next house, with 70 per cent of the 
democratic and 76 per cent of the 
republican members of the next senate 
have dry voting records or have made 
dry pronouncements. 

“The dry sentiment of the nation is 
revealed in the reclection of 196 mem- 
Lors of the present congress, who have 
dry records. Only nine out of the 35 
senators elected on November 2 are 
wet. Of the 39 new members of the 
house, at least 25 have dry records 
or made dry pronouncements in the 
states. . At least 10 members 
of the house and four or five in the 
senate not classed as dry will oppose 
any effort to repeal the national pro- 
hibition act or to write unconstitu- 
tional provisions in it. 

“The referendum elections in New 
York and I}inois to substitute a defi- 
nition of intoxicating liquor which 
would include -onky those which are 


intoxicating in fact will have little 
weight. Members of congress know 


that the provision has been declared 
non-enforceable by state and federa) 
| supreme courts and by law enforce- 
ment officials. The. Wisconsin pro- 
posal is equally indefensive. The 
referendum in Missouri, Colorado and 
California have defeated proposals to 
repeal the state codes by estimated 
majorities of 100,000 in Missouri; 39,- 
000 in Colorado and in California by 
probably 40.000—with Montana still 
in doubt. 

“Nevada's referendum for a federal 
constitutional convention will get no- | 
where. It can have no legal effect un- 
til 32 states join in a similar request 
whic’. will never happen. 

“In the face of the dry majorities 
in both parties, how can a wet mi- 
norit) force either party to take a 
wet stand in 1928?” 

“While the majority 
for the maintenance and enforcement 
of «ational prohibition remains large, 
the votes cast for nullification sena- 
tors and congressmen and for the re- 
peal of state laws will jar all the in- 
difference out of the over-confident 
dry voters who had believed that the 
fight is over. Everlastingly at it is 
the price of freedom from the liquor 
traffic, This will be our slegan un- 
til the outlawed liquor interests sur- 
render.

Fedc 1! officials said they were un- 
informed as to the value of the con- 
tents of the registered mail pouches, 
seized while. men working on a roof 
looked on, enjoying what they be- 
lieved to be a film-making scene. 

Currency usually sent to banks here 
by the Duluth clearing house is be- 
lieved to have been in possession of 
King. 

Kin. was en route from the Duluth, 
Mesabe & Northern railroad 
to the postoffice, a distance of two 
blocks, when the automobile drew up. 
The bandits quickly forced him inte 
the car. There was no guard with-| 
the clerk. 

Officials pointed out that it was 
the first major holdup in which a 
postoffice consignment was concerned 
since the recent ordering of marines 


to guard duty for protection of the 

mails, There are no marines here. 
P. A. Flynn, an eye-witness, said 

that King tussled with one of the 


' bandits, The other bandit then poked 


‘a gun against bis ribs and King 
ceased resistance. 

Postoffice officials’ first knowledge 
of a holdup came after Flynn had 
told a tire shop employee of tlhe 
“good movie scene.” The tire man 
notified the postmaster and the search 
for the bandits was started. 

Witnesses were unable to describe 
the bandits. Postoffice officials ex- 
pressed the theory that the bandits 
may have come from cities where their 
operations were eut short by the as- 
signment of marines to guard the 
mails,

Borah pointed out, as did others, 
that the state department has given 
visas to soviet trade representatives 
and communist observers who have 
come to this couniry, one of the latter 
being promoted to the Russian cabi- 
net of commissars after an extended 
visit in the capital. Russian trade 
representatives here have purchased 
cotton every year and recently a dele- 
gation went south to negotiate pur 
chase of more than the usual amount.

FOR CITY FISHED 


Adequate water supply in Atlanta 
for a city of 500,000 or more was as- 
sured Friday when Claude Ashley. 
chairman of the water committee of 
city council, announced the comple- 
tion of the new 60-inch intake at the 
river pumping station, which will 
more tfian double the amount of water 
available to consumers. 


The new intake will supplant the 
old 48-inch intake which now connects 
the pumping station and the. Chatta- 
hoochee river, but the latter will be 
held in reserve to meet possible emer- 
gencies and the natural growth of At- 
lanta. : 

A new connecting main is laid un- 
derneath the bed of Peachtree creek, 
a task which required the blasting of 
a bed through a 60-foot stretch of 
solid rock. 

In hot, summer months the old in- 
take was incapable of drawing enough 
water to met tle demand, but with the 
added intake capacity no shortage 
of water is expected, although addi- 
tional pumping facilities are needed, 
Mr. Ashley pointed out. 

The intake extends about 1,000 feet 
and will remain open for the next few 
days for public inspection, when the 
refill will be pushed to completion and 
the new unit placed in service. 7 

Between $150,000 and $200,000 
were spent in construction of the new 
unit, funds being provided by the 1921 
bond issue.

Banks Show Saving. 

Friday, Federal Reserve bank offi- 
cials issued a report in which it was 
set out that a minimum saving of

and New York. The five member 
banks of the clearing house associa- 
tion and the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Atlanta passed an average of $3,830,- 
OOO worth of checks. daily between 
these institutions and financial houses 
of New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
and Richmond, Va.

Davis was‘ considerably mixed in her 
testimony as to who slept on the beds 
in the back room, where Mosely is 
alleged to have gone during the night.

Mus- 
solini therefore will head a nation- 
wide detective service which will have 
as its objective the suppression of 
plotting and antagonism to the fascist 
regime. 

In addition to approving the ecapi- 
tal punisament bill, which now must 
go to the chamber and the senate, 
but which is assured of passage, the 
(cabinet added clauses to the measure 
which specify punishment of less high 
degree to those conspiring against the 
national leaders. A sentence of from 
15 to 30 years was set for persons 
convicted of having organized attempt- 
ed assassinations. Severe penalties 
were specified for those who incite the 
people through the press or even ap- 
prove such attempts. 

Italians abroad spreading false, ex- 
aggerated or misleading news as will 
hurt the credit or prestige of the 
coftntry or its national interests gen- 
erally will be punished with sentences 
of from 5 to 15 years and perpetual 
banishment from public office. the 
loss of citizenship and the confisca- 
tion of their property.

Health Talks

THE HEALING OF CUTS AND 
SCRATCHES, 
A question frequently asked is: 


“Why do cuts and seratches heal so 
slowly for me?’ And the unedited 
answer is: “‘Uncleanly handling.” The 
unpublished rejoinder to this is: “But 
ain't it a sign of poor blood or don't 
I need something to purify my blood?” 
To which the gist of the rebuttal is: 
“No taint.” Doctor retires in good 
order. Patient registers. disappoint- 
ment and tries some other salves. 

A ra. surface, burn, wound or nl- 
cer heals at a fixed rate which noth- 
ing can hasten, thongh many things 
may retard. Once such a surface is 
clean in the surgical sense, that is, 
free from germs, and filled with sur- 
gical seaffolding, that is, granulation 
tissue to the precise level of the sur- 
roundin: skin and neither above nor 
below that level, the surface is quickly 


fe R S | covered with new skin which grows 


out from the edges like film ice over 
a freezing pond, and this new skin 
is at first a thin film which the un- 
itiated or amateur surgeon may wash 
away or wipe away with his over-en- 
thusiastic treatment. Indeed, the com- 
mon cause of delay in healing is this 
very common mistreatment. 

A clean cut which does not greatly 
injure or bruise the flesh will ordi- 
narily heal by “first intention” if the 
edges are neatly approximated and 
the wound is not unnecessarily dis- 
turbed for a few days. Healing by 
first intention simply means that the 
wound behayes like a clean puncture, 
closing without the aid of surgical 
scaffolding. But when the flesh is 
much damaged or some of it destroyed 
or lost, then healing can occur only 
by the ptocess of granulation, Gran- 
ulations are the delicate tufts of new 
blood vessels covered over with soft 
connective tissue which serves as a 
mortar or filler or cement. When an 
open wound, burn or ulcer is in suit- 
sie healing condition you will see 
that it is filled with granulation tis- 
sue—a soft, red, shiny, velvety, tufted 
appearance. This must be on a level 
with the skin, If it is much_ below 
the skin level healing is delayed; if it 
is much above the skin level. the new 
skin cannot grow up hill. The gran- 
ulation, which are so exuberant as 
to rise above skin level are popu- 
larly called “proud flesh.” This gran- 
ulation tissue has no nerves and is 
therefore insensitive, and may there- 
fore be neatly and rainilessly cut away 
wvhen it is excessive, provided a skill- 
ful hand does the cutting. It is crude 
and most injurious to apply caustics 
or other barbarous means of “‘burn- 
ing” out this “proud flesh” in any 
situation. J repeat it ray 3 be neatly 
and painlessly cuf away by a doctor 
who knows his business, thus accom- 
pishing in a moment or two what the

COTTON FINANGE 
VIEWS OPPOSED 


Washington, November 5.—(?)— 
The state financing corporations or- 
ganized in the south to meet the cot- 
ton emergency were indorsed today 
by Secretary Mellon, and criticized 
by Walton Peteet, Washingten repre- 
sentative of western and southern farm 
relief organizations. 

“IT am very much interested,” the 
secretary's statement said, “in the 
steps now being taken in the south to 
organize cotton finance corporations 
with ample capital to finance the stor- 
age of this year’s surplus cotton until 
it can be marketed advantageously. 
The manner in which the bankers and 
business men are cooperating with ag- 


ricultural interests in a practical pro- 
gram. which it is hoped will meet the 
situation effectively, is extremely 
gratifying, and I trust that the pro- 
gram will be carried through to a 
successful conclusion. I understsand 
that. the Cooperative Marketing asso- 
ciation in every state placed its facil- 
ities at the disposal of the cotton fi- 
nance corporations and these two agen- 
cies will, 1 am sure, work together 
in the general interest.” 

Mr. Peteet held that the “widely 
advertised devotion of the national ad- 


has heen put to the test and found 
wanting in the present cotton crisis.” 

“The plan sponsored by Chairman 
Mever of the president's cotton com- 
mission to direct the holding movement 
into the organization by bankers of 
special loan companies in each state,” 
Peteet said takes “no account of the 
cooperatives,” is “impracticable so far 
as the average cotton farmer is con- 
cerned,” and is “foredoomed to fail- 
ure.” As a solution for the cotton 
surplus problem, 

“The special loan companies in each 
cotton state promoted by Mr. Meyer 
may do some good,” he continued. ‘“‘It 
i- too early yet to say how much or 
how little. The plan is to loan hold- 
ers of cotton 9 cents a pound or $45 
a bale and hold the cotton off the 
market for 18 months or two years.” 

In most cases, he said, the money 
advancec by the finance corporations 
will go to banks which hold liens on 
the farmer “must 
wait for 18 months or two years for 
hi- share.” 

Plans presented by managers of the 
cooperatives, to utilize these organiza- 
tivas in a movement “backed by the 
commission, to take 4,000,000 bales off 
the market and stabilize the price on 
a level near production costs,” Peteet 
said, were rejected by the president’s 
cotton commission.

INSIDE WALL FNS 
TVPES DEMONSTRATED 


More than 50 of Atlanta's most 
prominent architects, master painters 
and decorators Friday night were 
taken on a decorative travelogue to 
various countries where rough-tex- 
tured interior walls were a part of 
residence architecture. The travelogue 
was sponsored by the United States 
lypsum company and was conducted 
in the Henry Grady hotel. 

With gypsum wallboard panels as 
the ground for the decorative mate- 
rial, W. L. Pringle and Ralph Peters, 


paint experts of the gypsum com- 
pany’s Chicago office, developed lLefore 
those present the rough-textures pe- 
culiar to various countries and erchi- 
tectural styles. A special plastic paint 
that gives both texture and color tone 
Was used as a medium. 
Textures Made. 


The gypsum wallboard ground was 
made ready and then the mix was 
applied with a ealcium brush. While 
the paint was still -~wet the textures 
were worked in. For the deyeloyment 
of the textures such commonplace 
means were used as ee paper, 
sponge, brushes, scraper knives and 
a kitchen spoon. 

As the various textures were pro- 
duced, Mr. Pringle pointed out the 
necessity of their correct tise. “Most 
residence architecture nowadays,” he 
said, “is adapted from architectural 
styles of the past. People build Eng- 
lish and French cottages, Meciterra- 
nean villas and other residences from 
old world originals. If these Ameri- 
ean adaptions are to be true and har- 
monious the period style must he car- 
ried out on the inside as well as the 
outside. 

Explains Origins.

The East Indian Gandhi, leader of 
the “passive” revolution against Brit- 
ish rule, which he had to work so hard 
to organize, must turn green with envy 
if he observes the completeness 
the American women’s passive resist- 
ance against the franchise. In vast 
numbers, they nullify their rights with- 
out heed of organizer or leader. 


HE other classification of the

I allude of course to the increasing 
number of married women who are 
exempting themselves from the duties 
of their state in life.

Why worry ?’—yet now, 
when the prophecy has come true

to realize how effectually the woman 
vote, if there were such a thing, could 
be used for party ends. . 


MERICAN women and the ballot 
remind me of the solid south. 


_Each—the woman vote and the 
“Solid South’—is potentially very im- 
portant, but as fer making good with 
their power, both are actually very 
futile, 

Oe it is partly tact, and it is 
wholly truth, which makes me add. 
perhaps a little tardily, that most of 
my women friends vote, and all of 
them who are married attend to the 
duties of their state. Well, nearly all. 

One reason that the majority of 
the women with whom I come person- 
ally into contact take seriously their 
citizenship obligations is that the ma- 
jority is made up of club women and 
professional and business women. 

Both, as you will not at once. are 
of what you might call disciplined 
groups. 

The woman who has no concern 
with anything outside of her own home 
and personal pleasures is not likely 
to have any sense of responsibility out- 
side her own concerns. 

But the woman who works in clubs 
with other people, and the woman who 
works in an office with others is 
obliged to learn that there are some 
things she must do which she may 
not enjoy doing. and some things she 
must refrain from doing, although 
she might enjoy doing them very much, 
all with a view to the best interests 
of her associates. And out of that 
sense will develop her still broader 
appreciation of duty to the community. 
and then the stafe and nation.

BOOTLEGGERS PAY 
(50,000 FOR TAXES 


Savannah, Ga..,November 5.—(#)— 
Compromise setti¢ment for $50,000 in 
the Bailey and Tuten equity cases, 
brought by the government to collect 
unpaid income taxes, was effected in 
federal court today ‘y decrees of 
Judge Barrett.

Geneva, November 5.—(*)—The 
American delegation to the preliminary 
dixarmamept conferences is leaving 
Geneva distinctly encouraged by cer- 
tain aspects of the negotiations which 
ended today with framing of a com- 
plete report on technic ' questions. 


The attitude of the American dele- 
gates was expressed by Rear Admiral 
Hilary P. Jones, in a final speech be- 
fore the subcommittee. “After six 
months of discussion. we all part good 
friends: better friends than when we 
met,” he said. ‘We all put into our 
report a great deal of earnest. honest 
work, and we hope that it will afford 
the preparatory committee a basis. and 
will seem real progress, toward re- 
duction and limitation of armaments.”

The conferees spent the entire day 
discussing reports which have ema- 
nated from Mexico since tife govern- 
ment began enforcement of orders 
forbidding church ownership of prop- 
erty. Some of these reports, they 
said, eredited Knights of Columbus 
with participation .in revolutionary 
movements. 

“Such baseless charges,” said Flah- 
erty’s statement, “are sent out by the 
Calles government to. bolster its pol- 
icy of religious oppression, which is 
without a parallel even in soviet Rus- 
sia.” 

“The Mexican government,” it con- 
tinued, “has denied freedom of speech 
and freedom of conscience, has sus- 
pended the writ of habeas corpus and 
denied right to trial by jury. But 
since it has been unable to break the 
will of the Mexican people by such 
methods, its agents now are resort- 
ing to murder, rapine and, cruelties 
the like of which have never been wit- 
nessed on the American continent.” 

The supreme knight charged that 
“within a few days a young girl, 
the daughter of one of the_most cul- 
tured families in Mexico City, “was 
arrested for passing out Defense 
League literature, and was outraged. ‘ 
Similar treatment, Flaherty said, had 
been threatened to others “if they 
continued to give out Defense League 
literature.”

APPLES FIND OUTLET 
IN BRITAIN, GERMANY 


Chicago, November 5.—(#)—Apples 
across the sea bid fair to supplant 
the more prominent hands across. In 
particular, this year’s extra bounti 
ful supplies of American apples are 
finding an increased outlet both in 
Germany and Great Britain. 

Reports today from the government 
bureau of agricultural economics in- 
dieate that 50,000 more barrels and 
105,000 more,boxes of apples a week 
now are being shipped abroad from the 
United States and Canada than was 
the case last year.
